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ENROLLMENT  IN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  INSTITUTIONS 
IN  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA ,  FALL  1984 


Enrollment  information  is  collected  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Higher  Education  from  each  college  and  university  within  the 
State  of  Montana  each  term.  This  report  summarizes  those  data 
for  Fall  1984  and  makes  some  comparisons  with  the  previous  year 
or  years. 


Enrollment  of  students  in  degree  credit  programs  in  higher 
education  institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  fall 
semester  or  quarter  of  1984  decreased  by  1,087  students  or  -2.9% 
from  the  previous  fall.  Table  1  shows  these  data.

There  are  additional  students  enrolled  in  the  tribally-controlled 
community  colleges. 

80.8%  of  the  enrolled  students  attend  campuses  of  the  Montana 
University  System,  9.3%  attend  independent  colleges  and  9.9% 
attend  community  colleges. 
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Montana  State  University  accounts  for  the  largest  percentage 
of  students  in  the  Montana  University  System  (37.7%)  and  in  the 
state  (30.5%).  Table  2  shows  comparative  institutional 
enrollments  for  Fall  1983  and  Fall  1984.

From  Table  2  one  can  observe  that  enrollments  decreased  at 
the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from  Fall  1983 
to  Fall  1984.  The  largest  numerical  decrease  occurred  at  the 
Montana  State  University  while  the  largest  percent  decrease 


occurred  at  Montana  College  of  Mineral  Science  and  Technology. 
Enrollments  increased  at  the  community  colleges,  except  for  Miles 
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Community  College.  Enrollments  at  two  independent  colleges 
increased  while  one  decreased  slightly.  First-time  beginning 
freshmen  decreased  by  3.0%. 

Distribution  of  enrollment  by  institution 


The  proportion  of  the  total  enrollment  within  the  State  of 
Montana  attributable  to  any  one  institution  fluctuates  slightly 
from  year  to  year.  Table  3  portrays  these  data  for  the  last  two 
years .

Transfer  Students 

Transfer  students  constitute  8.9%  of  all  enrollments  in 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  Montana  in  1984,  a  decline  of 
1%  from  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  number  of  transfer 
students  (3,234),  47.6%  (1,541)  are  transfers  from  Montana 
institutions  and  52.4%  (1,693)  are  from  out-of-state 
institutions.  Table  8  shows  the  enrollment  of  transfer  students 
in  Montana  for  the  years  1983  and  1984.

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Student  Origins 

Students  whose  original  admission  applications  are  from  the 
State  of  Montana  constitute  84.2%  of  the  total  enrollments  of 
institutions  of  higher  education.  Fall  1984.  Of  the  5,705 
students  originally  from  out-of-state,  827  were  from  foreign 
countries.

The  figures  in  Table  11  represent  students  who  have  been 
reclassified  from  non-resident  to  resident  status  as  well  as 
students  whose  address  at  the  time  of  initial  application  was  in 
Montana  but  who  were  determined  to  be  properly  classified  as  non¬ 
residents.  They  also  reflect  students  whose  address  upon 
application  was  outside  Montana  but  who  were  determined  to  be 
properly  classified  as  Montana  residents.  In  addition,  these 
totals  reflect  some  students  whose  initial  residency  was  in  a 
foreign  country  but  who  have  been  granted  permanent  visas  and 
thus  had  their  residency  changed. 


First-Time  Students 

Students  entering  higher  educational  institutions  for  the 
first  time  are  separately  reported.  There  was  a  decrease  of  3% 
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in  number  of  first-time  freshmen  from  Fall  1983  to  Fall  1984.

Montana  College,  had  a  decrease  in  full-time  students.  Northern
